Advance on Ojinaga.

eral troops after their retreat from 
Chihuahua were preparing for a rebe1 
attack. It was believed that 
3,500 
rebels were marching on Ojinaga. 
'' The federal soldiers appear to be 
apothetic over the prospect of a fight. 
More of them went to the river front 
today and shouted over to the Ameri- 
can, troops, "We are tired of fighting, 
won't you let us come across?" 
The American soldiers warned them 
to remain on their own side. Ojinaga 
•was-overcrowded with refugees and 
soldiers. 
Next Battlefield. 
Juarez, Dec. 10.—Events today in

called Presidio Del Norte", the small 
Mexican village on the border oppo 
site Presidio, Tex., would probably 
be the scene of the next important 
move in the Mexican revolution. 


Not Ignored. 
Rebel leaders were more than ever 
convinced that Ojinaga, 
where the 
federal troops have concentrated, can- 
not' be ignored by Gen. Francisco Vil- 
la, the rebel leader. Within the town 
are-nearly all the federal troops of 
the . north.

avowedly was to obtain money and 
provisions, 
because in the interior 
they had been on the verge of fani- 
infe and the troops had been without 
pay., Provisioned and .provided with 
money, the federals would be in a po- 
sition to renew hostilities.

SHARP MEETS DEATH

Madison, Wis., Dec. 10.—A brief has 
been filed by the Western Union Tele 
graph Company upon Attorney Gcner 
al Owen setting forth arguments why 
the state should not forfeit the cor 
poration's Wisconsin charter for hav 
ing removed a state case to the fed 
eral court. Verbal agreements in the 
case were heard two weeks ago be 
fore three federal judges in Chicago 
and a decision is expected soon. As 
sistant Attorney General J. E. Mes 
serschmidt is handling the case on 
the part of the secretary of state, anc 
A. G. Zimmerman and Rufus B. Smith 
of this city are attorneys for the tele 
graph company. 


Company's Contention. 
Supporting its request 
that 
the 
court grant an injunction restraining 
the state from cancelling the license 
the company said: 
"The state of Wisconsin may enact 
any law it deems wise and just to 
place 
foreign 
corporations 
on an 
equality with domestic, provided only 
no such law violates the supreme law 
of the land hy depriving a foreign 
corporation 
engaged 
in 
interstate 
commerce or operating as a govern 
mental agency o£ its rights and privi 
leges. 
This the Wisconsin act now 
complained of clearly does." 
State's Position. 
Mr. Messerschmidt's brief on this 


point says: 
"It is our insistence that the su- 
preme court of the United States has 
not held that a state may not revoke 
the license of a foreign corporation, 
authoming it to do interstate husi- 
icss in this state because such cor- 
Doration is also doing an interstate 
-msiness or doing 
business 
as an 
agent of the federal government. It 
's true that a number of the decisions 
'rom which quotations were made by 
.he counsel for the complainant was 
aid upon the fact that interstate com- 
merce was interfered with and that 
he state had no right 
to interfere 
vith such commerce.

imply because the cases under con 
sideration were cases in which the 
state tried .to interfere with 
inter- 
state commerce." 
Suggest a Remedy. 
The state's counsel took the ground 
.hat to decide the case in favor of the 
company would result in placing for- 
eign corporations on a better footing 
n this state than domestic corpora- 
ions. As a remedy for the condition 
vhich the state contends the com- 
pany is now in, it was suggested that 
he company may incorporate under 
he laws oE Wisconsin.

Can Not 
Even Boast of a DeFacto 


Government—Lively Discussion at 


Twilight Club. 


That the Mexican policy of Presi- 
dent Wilson has been the best yet 
proposed, that it has had the sanction 
of international law, that it has been 
true to the American ideal of higher 
moral standards in international rela- 
tionships and justified itseli by pre- 
venting armed intervention and war 
at the cost of thousands of American 
lives and millions in money, were the 
opinions expressed by ,\. E. Matheson 
who last night took the afh'rmativc 
side in a debate on the 
question. 
"Resolved, That the Mexican Policy 
of President Wilson Should he Ap- 
proved," given before the December 
meeting of the Twilight club. 
F. I I . 
Jackman, assigned the negative side 
of the question, was not able to be 
present, but his paper was read by 
Judge Charles Fifield. 
"I approve the treatment 
of 
so- 
called President Huerta by President 
Wilson," said Mr. Matheson. 
"I be- 
lieve that Huerta was treacherous, 
and that if He was not guilty of the 
murder of Madero he was guilty pi: 
connivance. He has assumed the po- 
sition of a dictator, but he is not a 
dictator who can control. In this re- 
spect there is a marked difference 
between him and Porfirio Diaz. Huer- 
, ta has shown himself weak and dis 
honest. 
"It is true, according 'to interna- 
tional law, that one nation does not 
closely question the means by. which 
any other government obtained con- 
trol and that it has been the practice 
to recognize a cle facto government. 
But a de facto government must show 
that it has control—ability to carry 
on the usual functions of government. 
According to this standard Huerta is 
not 
entitled 
to 
recognition. 
Com 


plaint has been made that Huerta if 
.iust'as well entitled to recognition as 
Yuan Si Kai as president of China, 
also virtually a dictator. 
But Yuan 


has 'shown himself competent to con- 
trol, able to keep a firm hand on the 
reins of government and to establish 
order. 
"Even were it proper for Wilson to 
grant recognition to the Huerta gov- 
ernment, according to existing stan- 
dards, it is entirely proper for him to 
take advanced ground, to set up new 
standards in its relation to the other 
American republics. 
"The president has done all that 
could be done to protect American 
citizens. 
Our armies are distributed 
all along the northern boundary and 
pur warships are at every port offer- 
ing a haven of refuge to those in fear 
or in danger. It is manifestly impos- 
sible to afford protection to American 
people and their property in the in- 
terior without armed intervention and 
invasion, and this would arouse such 
hostility and antagonism that 
the 
Americans there would be in greater 
danger than ever. Recognition of the 
revolutionists would have an effect al- 
most as bad. 
"Foreign countries are supporting 


the policies of President Wilson; at 
least they do not appear to be work- 
ing at cross-purposes and are willing 
to stand aside and let matters t.ak; 
their course. 
We should recognize 
the fact that Wilson, more vhan any- 
one else, is in a- position to obtair 
accurate information about conditions 
in Mexico and not having this infor- 
mation we can not pass fair judg- 
ment." 


Policy of Weakness. 
Wilson's policy is one of weakness, 


of impractical idealism, according to 
F. H. Jackman. 
The president, he 
believed, was acting under the advice 
of his secretary of state and doing 
nothing because he wished to avoid 
responsibility. His announcements to 
the Mexican government he charac- 
terized as void of effect, words hav- 
ing no weight with 
Mexican politi- 
cians. 
Huerta 
should have 
been 
recognized. 
Murder had never been 


proved against him and he showed 
himself the best qualified to establish 
peace. 
A 
democratic 
government 
such as we know has never existed in 
Mexico and can not be established 
for many years to come, is impracti- 
cal at this time. 
Mexico is so illiter- 
ate that a fair election is impossible. 
Dictatorship is the only possible gov- 
ernment and the policy of the United 
States was bringing it nearer armed 
intervention every day. It was as if 
a man should have tvro burglars in 
his house and let them proceed with 
their plunder in the hone that 
the 
stronger of the two would make him- 
self master of the situation. 


Nation's Honor Involved. 


Recognition of the Huerta govern- 
ment would be taken as sanction of 
treachery, butchery, and murder by 
the United States, said J. T. Hooper, 
called upon for an informal talk. Al- 
though Wilson's policy had been much 
criticised, no better had been offered. 
All others involved the good name of 
the 
nation 
or 
made 
intervention 
necessary. 
The lives of 
American 
man are worth more than all 
the 
treasures in' Mexico. 
Those who 
made investments there made them 
with their eyes wide open, knowing 
the risks they ran. 
American blood 


should not be spilled to protect their 
property. 


Has Imperialistic View 
That Mexico is entitled to the ter- 
ritory it occupies only by courtesy 
and has never occupied it, and that 
the United States should take pos- 
session at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, was the opinion expressed by 
Andrew Gibbons. 
"If I was a warrior'I would-figure; 
that opportunity was knocking at two 
doors and a 
window. 
The United 
States should go in at once and clean 
the mess up." 
"The Mexicans." said Mr. Gibbons, 
'are the feeble dregs of a decaying 
race which at its best was hostile to 
progress and civilization. Mexico is 
&o unstable that it can not guarantee 
any government a month's lease of 
power." 


Other Views. 
Fred H. Howe, "who has spent one 
winter in Mexico, said that ever since 
that time he had had no use for the 
Mexicans. 
The people are intensely 


ignorant and superstitious, the latter 
being true even of the better classes. 
lie thought the only way 
for 
the 


United Slates to, do was1 to recognize 
iny man that was on top. and that 
Huerta had as much right to 
the 


^residency as any man that ever held 
:he office. 
J. J. Cunningham dwelt, upon the 
consequences of intervention which 
he said could mean nothing less than 
conquest at an enormous cost of life 
and money. Federal and state gov- 
ornmpiits would have to be established 
and pvnn then thoy would not Ktnml 
bv IhPinsplvPS. 
Onro in. thn 1'nitPrl 
States could not pi't. out 
for 
liftv 


years, and interference would mean 
the alienation of the good will of all 
tlie other Latin-American 
countries 
and the loss of their trade. 
I1'. A. Taylor also made remarks of 
a humorous nature on. the situation 
tnat caused mucli merriment. 
Commercial Interests. 
George S. Parker presented some 
significant facts on the commercial in- 
terests in Mexico, obtained from the 
member of a firm with whom his own 
firm does business and who had lived 
in Mexico fourteen years. He stated 
that in the twenty-seven, states and 
territories there are 146 cotton fac- 
tories employing 32,001) people, 337 
tobacco factories, and 1.448 distiller- 
ies. 
United States exports to Mexico 
in 1910 amounted to ¥01,000,000, and 
in 1911 they dropped to $53.000,000. 
Other nations' trade was nearly as 
great 
and 
had been affected 
but 
slightly by the war. 
Exports 
from 
Mexico to other countries 
reached 


$138,000,000 in 1910 and $145,000,000 
in 1911. 
In the opinion of the gentleman 


whom lie quoted the United States 
had made a groat mistake iu 
not 
recognizing 
Huerta. 
Mexico could 


not. be judged by American standards. 
Had Madero been capable he would 
have been able to 
establish order. 
When ho came into oflicc he Failed 
to punish the bandits that were de. 
vastating 
one 
of 
the 
states 
and 
bribed him to lay clown his arms in- 
stead. This had a bad moral effect. 
Madero had placed as many as sev- 
enty-three relations in office and it 
was a matter of common report that 
they were looting the national treas- 
ury.

instructions to the effect that full in- 
spection of buildings must be made

per capita consumption in the United 
States is twenty-two gallons. 


The population of Kansas is 1,031,- 


000 and the total amount of intoxi- 
.cants consumed is 6,230,001 gallons 
representing . a cost of $5,303,665, or 
$3.04 per capita. 


On the same ratio the expenditure 


for liquor in the entire country would 
be about $21 per capita each year 
Thus Kansas saves about ?.1S to each 
person in the state, on the average, 
during each year, because of the ab- 
stinence from liquor, and this saving, 
applied to the entire population, gives 
the astounding total of about 
$29,- 


000,000.

IN LEGISLATION. 


—and the Worst is Yet to Come 


MAKES FfRST REPORT 


Opposes Court Decrees in Anti-Trust 


Suits Where Combination Is 


Dissolved Into Parts.

Washington, Dec. 9.—Attorney Gen- 
eral JIcReynolds'in. his iirst report as 
head of the law department of the 
government submitted to Congress to- 
day, makes few recommendations for 
legislation. 
The changes he urges 
have more to do with the machinery 
of courts than with the fabric of the 
law.On an anti-trust legislative program | 
the Attorney General was silent. He | 
asked Congress for no amendment to 
the Sherman act, the rod his depart- 
ment uses to bring trusts to terms, 
and he points out no fault in its oper- 
ation. 


Special Trust Message. 
President Wilson, however, intends 
to send a special message on the trust 
question 
to Congress in the near fu-j 
.ture, and that 
undoubtedly will em-! 
body some of the attorney general's 
views. 
Attorney General McReynolds made 
it clear, however, that so long as he 
•was head of the department he would 
oppose 
court 
decrees 
in anti-trust 
suits where the combination was diS' 
solved into parts under the control of 
the same 
stockholders. 
That plan. 
adopted 
in the Standard Oil and To- 
bacco cases, he calls a "fundamental 
defect" and later adds in the same 
connection "my fixed purpose to op- 
pose any 
plan 
of dissolution which 
•would leave the separate parts of the 
unlawful 
combination under the con- 
trol of the same set of men." 
The attorney general offers a novel 
solution 
of the problem of superan- 
nuated 
federal judges. Such judges 
under 
the 
constitution 
hold office 
during good behavior although they 
may retire at the age of seventy after 
'ten years service. 


Offers Suggestions. 
"I suggest" says the attorney gener- 
al, "an act providing that when any 
judge below the Supreme Court fails 
to avail himself of the priviledge of 
retiring now granted by law, that the 
president be required, with the advice 
and consent of the senate, to appoint 
an.otb.er judge who shall preside over 
the affairs of the court and have pre- 
cedence over the older one. This will 
insure at all times the presence of a 
judge sufficiently active to discharge 
promptly and adequately the duties of 
the court." 
Mr. 
McReynolds 
suggests that 
clerks of the United 
States courts 
should 
be appointed 
for 
specified 
terms and subject to removal by the 
president for cause and asks that pro- 
vision be made for a review by the 
Supreme Court of the now final de- 
cisions of the Court of Customs Ap- 
peal, on application only by the gov- 
ernment. 
He approves the'bill intro- 
duced by Representative Clayton giv- 
ing the 
Supreme 
Court 
power to 
promulgate rules for trials on the law 
side 
of federal courts. 
He reminds 
Congress also of needs of changes in 
liis office and an increase i" the salar- 
ies paid. He terms the present salar- 
ies "moderate for the character and 
amount of work to be performed." 
Get Many Complaints.

attorney genera! shows that when ho 
took office fifty-two cases were pend-

"In many instances,"

report 
reads, "the investigation has failed to 
disclose facts which would justify the, 
institution of formal proceedings but' 
notice of the activity of the govern- 
ment has impelled officers of large 
and industrial corporations to curtail 
dangerous tendencies, The Bureau of 
Investigation has looked into thous- 
ands of cases of all kinds, those con- 
cerning violations of the Sherman law 
and the national banking act averag- 
ing together more than fifty a month. 


Fight White Slavery.

Bureau of Investiga- 
tions and a corps of local white slave 
officers, the department, the attorney 
general says, has vigorously carried 
on the work of prosecution of offend- 
ers and has helped suppress the traf- 
fic.

AN UNREASONABLE HUSBAND. 


FEMININE letter friend asks me to please write on the subject 


"Should the mother be able to lay aside all household worries anc 
cares when the father gets home?" 


Can't you picture exactly the conditions behind that request? 
The husband coming home from his day's work, tired and irritable 
wants his wife to drop everything and be ready to greet him with a smile 
and devote the rest ot the evening to making things comfortable for him- 
she for her part has also had a hard day, and more than that she is still 
busy; there is the dinner to serve and clear away, the baby to feed and put 


to bed, sewing, mending, preparations for tomorrow, all 
the innumerable details of that work that is never 
done. 
He claims that she ought to manage somehow 
so that she should be completely at his disposal during 
the few hours which he is at home. She declares that 
it is impossible. He says that is because she doesn't 
know how to manage. 
She cries over the baby as she 
puts him to bed. He sulks over his newspaper or goes 
out with a wooden damn. 


This idea that a busy wife and mother ought to 
be ready to drop everything and spend her evenin^ 
making things pleasant for 'himself" is as common as 
it is absurd. 
Suppose, in the first place, she were free 


to do it (which no woman who is nursemaid, cook, 
waitress, seamstress and general houseworker possibly 
can do), even so, why should she. The chances are 
that she has worked every bit as hard as he and at 
more monotonous work. 
Why shouldn't he exert him- 


self to amuse her? 
That would be just as reasonable. 
We hear a great deal about the woman who drags 
her poor, tired husband out to social functions. As a 
matter of fact she is a product of a small upper class 
and not half so common as the woman in the humbler home whose husband 
wants to keep his poor monotony-maddened wife cooped up within the four 
walls of her home seven evenings a week, and who furthermore expects her 
to look pleasant and exert herself to make him happy by way of recreation. 


Did you ever hear the expression "KH.T"? It means "Keep Him Jump- 


ing," and is supposed to describe the way many women treat their husbands. 
Now I'm going to invent a new code. "KE-IH," which means "Keep Him 
Happy." and which I think describes the average woman's greatest care. A 
friend of mine who was calling with her husband ended the call very abruptly 
one evening. Afterwards she apologized for her rudeness, "I knew Arthur 
would be cross if we didn't catch that car," she said. That little incident is 
typical of the attitude of constant anxious watchfulness, of willingness to 
sacrifice anything to placate his lordship, which many women take toward 
their husbands. 


To my mind all these matters should be compromised. Each should he 
willing to give up something of personal comfort for the other's happiness. 
The wife ought not to pour out the annoyances of the day into her husband's 
ear; the husband ought not to expect a hard-working housekeeper and moth- 
er to be ready to cheer him up and wait on him. 


The only right basis of happiness in married life is reasonableness and 


justice, and the husband who expects this is not reasonable or just.

Materials — Granulated sugar, five 
cups; cold water, two cups; acetic 
acid, three drops, or cream of tartar, 
one-half teaspoonful. 
Directions — Remember a measuring 
cup is exactly one-half pint. Put the 
sugar into the perfectly clean kettle 
with the water. Set over a hot fire 
and stir until the sugar is dissolved 
and it begins to boil. When this 
point is reached do not stir nor shake 
the kettle in any way. Just before it 
begins to boil tie a wet cloth on the 
end of a spoon and wipe down the 
sides of the kettle. 
Be sure to do this or your fondant 
be grainy. When boiling add the 


Cover at once and boil for two or 
three minutes and steam the sides of 
the kettle well. Now remove the cov- 
er, take the 
thermometer from a 
pitcher of warm water and set care- 
fully into the kettle and boil to ex- 
actly 240 degrees. Remove thermome- 
ter to the warm 
water 
and pour 
(without shaking the kettle) on to a 
marble slab or platter. Stop pouring 
with it still running a stream to avoid 
danger of grain. 
Let remain until 
perfectly cold. 
Then 
take spatula 
and start from the edges and scoop 
toward the center and continue turn- 
ing it until it begins to look creamy, 
always turning it from the edges to 
the center.

Wring a clean 
cloth or towel from cold water and 
lay over the fondant on the platter 
and let stand two or three hours or 
over night. Now pack in a jar and 
lay the. wet cloth over the'top of the 
jar/JJtit do not let it touch the fond-- 
ant;-' 'Cover with a plate.

This will keep 
indefinitely in a cool place and is 
ready for use at any moment for mak- 
ing all kind's of chocolate creams and 
many fancy boil bons.

of maple sugar or the same weight of 
maple syrup to one pound of white 
sugar.^ Use no acid or cream of tar- 
tar in this.
